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Noise worry 


A most disturbing document was produced recently which, 
if not acted upon shortly, could pose problems for the 
future running of race meetings. The document is the 
Noise Advisory Council's White Paper on “ Noise in Public 
Places.” 

The working party of the council produced a separate 
chapter on motor sport in general which, in the opening 
paragraph, they describe as “the noisiest of all sporting 
activity." | They, in conjunction with the RAC and ACU, 
split. motor sport into two categories—participant and 
spectator sports. “Participant sports” are described as 
main rallies and trials. The White Paper accepts an under- 
standing from the RAC and ACU that they are encourag- 
ing these branches of the sport to leave the public roads 
and generally accept that the noise of these events are not 
a problem: “The regulations are clearly the right way to 
control this sort of sport and work well in practice." 

It is the question of spectator sports which apparently 
caused the committee a more difficult problem. In one para- 
graph they say “We also believe that there should be 
some statutory limits on the noise from racing cars.” 
This is followed by other recommendations. “We recom- 
mend therefore that there should be a further reduction in 
the number of days permitted for motor sports under the 
General Development Order. We recognise that this might 
appear very stringent but we believe it would still be 
sufficient to enable the occasional charity event to be 
arranged. It would exclude many commercial ventures but we 
consider that it is right these should be subject to normal 
planning procedures.” A later paragraph says that organisers 
should take particular care with loudspeakers “and try not 
to use them when the vehicles themselves are in use.” 

The findings of this committee could be extremely 
serious. In their report they thank the RAC and ACU for 
their co-operation. We must now ask the RAC what they 
intend to do on behalf of all competitors in this country 
to make sure that the number of days of racing is not 
restricted “to the occasional charity event.” The report 
states that many commercial ventures would be excluded 
—that in itself states that there are people actually making 
a living out of the sport and it is up to the RAC to make 
sure that these people are protected. 

We gather that the British circuit owners are meeting 
the RAC next week to discuss the situation, They man- 
aged to overcome the fuel crisis with diplomacy so let us 
hope that this situation, which could be as serious in the 
Jong run, is handled in’ the same way but with everyone 
concerned kept informed all the time. 

We feel that the report is unduly harsh on motor sport, 
surely the problem of noise is nowhere near as important 
as that of rampant football fans smashing everything in 
sight as well as making a noise anywhere and everywhere?

Ronnie wins the replay

Once again a last-minute Colin Chapman gamble paid off on race day, and Ronnie Peterson 
became the first man of the 1974 season to win more than twice. Although the John Player 
Lotus ‘Team had planned to run the newer model JPS cars, Peterson decided he wanted his 
Old faithful 72,at the end of practice—but only with its front suspension changed back to 
arrow track. Up to that point, it looked like being anyone else's weekend. But an early 
promise from the Brabham and Ferrari teams faded away, leaving Ronnie and Emerson 
Fittipaldi to run half a scond apart right down to the chequered flag. It looked exactly like 
their epic dice of last year, except for Emerson being in a Texaco Marlboro McLaren this 
time, and except for the JPS being slightly handicapped by a

Perhaps the widest departure from this 
principle was fourd at the top of the entry 
Hist_at John Player Team Lotus, After the 
encouraging runs recently of the formerly 
unloved type 76, both Ronnie Peterson and 
Jacky Ickx were scheduled to use them at 
Monza. Orly one car was brought as a backup 
this time, Peterson's Monaco and Dijon win- 
ning 72-8. None of the trio were actually very 
much altered from familiar trim—untll the 
night before the race. Then the 72, which 
SuperSwede decided to race after comparice 
both designs, was converted back to the four: 
inches narrower front track which was its 
standard dimension up until the French GP. 

Next along, Elf Team Tyrrell had their three

Another elemert of the tone of Monza 74 
was set on Thursday night. As the teams 
arrived on Friday morning to take up the 
weekend's work they began to realize they'd 
been the’ victims of a total breakdown in 
track security. Several locked transporters 
had beer smashed open and a bewildering 
variety of gear was missing. McLaren had lost 
Hulme's helmet as well as most of the jackets 
belonging to the mechanics, while Goldie- 
Hexagon were deprived of a briefcase con- 
taining, among other things, all the set up data 
for their car. There were also things like 
tape decks stoler, and in a growing mood 
of anger the track officials were approached 
‘about the lapse in security. For the rest of 
the meeting the paddock area was patrolled by 
police dogs, muzzled and on leads but effec- 
tive deterrents. The press of wildly swarming 
Italian youth—which seemed lass anyway thls 

—was reduced to something approachin 
bearable proportions. (At ore point, a young 
‘man with his dog was set to guarding a rift 
in the paddock fence, but presently mechanics

PRACTICE 


Practice was a matter of four 90 minute 
sessions, two per day beginring at noon, 
with @ half hour break each day. The weather 
remained perfectly dry throughout, a:though 
Friday evening brought a heavy rainstorm 
that lasted most of the night, The temperature, 
in the mid 90°F each day, seemed cooler than 
last year. 

‘As drivers went out to practice, they were 
presented with a circuit that had been altered 
fr the area of “the second chicane" at the 
‘old Vialone (Ascari) bend; the formerly very 
tight entry had been opened with a ngw bit of 
road 40 the whole left-right-left was gmoother 
and faster, a third-gear-only proposition. The 
former escape road had been replaced with a 
bed of sand and a four-iayer catch ferce. The 
“first chicane,” just past the start/finish line, 
remained ag before, a too-tight and mostly 
blind “farm gate.” The decrease in lap times 
given by the faster second chicane proved 
to be about 1} secordi 

‘The Ferrari v Brabham tone of the meeting 
emerged right away on Friday. Reutemann 
was quickest from Lauda, who was backed up 
by Regazzoni. Pace was fourth. Only in the 
later session, when he changed from 76 10 72, 
did Peterson show challenging form, and then 
he was a second off Restemann's time. He 
was sixth quickest of the day, bebind Fit- 
paldi's best which had been done might away 
fm the first period. As it happened, Emerson's 
early time was only 02 s from the best he 
ever did, and in fact their Friday speeds were 
the best ever achieved by Reutemanan him- 
self, Peterson, Scheckter and Depailler, Hulme, 
anda few others. 

‘The bulk of the drivers seemed to feel 
like eke. “My car is not really too bad, 
cannot say that. It is just not good enough. 
He went on to muse: “As for the race, I 
think it will be a lottery.” 

Hulme, to save his other car's engine— 
the team having lost a bit of ground in this 
area recently—used the T car most of the 
afternoon and appeared to be a rather 
dispirited bear. Fittipaldi, whose time in the 
first 90 minutes held good for the third row 
of the grid right the way through practice, 
subsequently made some changes which, he 


said, took him down “a blind street." (He 
Went to stiffer springs and more wing angles 
at first, which proved the wrong way to go) 
Hobbs, who also did his ultimate time early 
on, went missing in the afternoon when his 
‘ear simply ran our of petrol halfway round the 
circuit. David, approaching F1 with visibly 
‘more confidence on this his second meeting 
of his “new career,” felt sure there was at 
Yeast another second ard a half to come even 
withour changing the car. But without # spare 
he had to sit watching everyone else hammer 
by. 

‘Other dramas befell people like Pace, who 
bad a duff metering unit which made four 
cylinders too rich, Pryce who had a gearbox 
problem, and Bell who lost most of the day 
With a water leak, Stuck had the only really 
nasty problem wher he crashed at maximum 
speed in the flat out left hand kink after the 
Curva Grande. His March had come by the 
Pits with the nosepiece sagging down on one 
side, and his mechanics hurriedly prepar 
ar IN sign, but never got to use it. As the 
car became loaded to the right side the nose 
stay fatled completely and sent the orange 
car off into the trackside barrier. The right 
side was heavily damaged, especiaily the rear 
Suspension corner, but there was minimal 
fundamencal damage and hard overnight work 
ot Hanschen’s car ready for Saturday. 

‘Towards the end of the session, with his 
‘engine going well at last, Pace found him- 
self out rurning with Lauda behind. As Monza 
fs one of the few circuits where slipstreaming. 
can be helpful, this despite the chicanes as 
the rest of the two straights are long enough, 
Moco immediately slacked off. Niki went by— 
but then he too slowed down, All this brought 
Regaa up behind, so the fascinated onlookers 
ie the pits were cheered by the sight of a 
Brabham, apparently, breaking up a last-minute 
towing attempt from the Ferrari team. A\

left rear suspension or the exit. Once again 
the worth of having a spare car like some 

of the other drivers was demonstrated . 
Poor Stuck was stranded again too, with a 
broken CV joint this time, and Pescaroto, 
plagued with fuel system trouble on the new

‘John Watson was the hero of the firal 
period. Driving with his polished clean skill 
he took the brown Brabham to the top of the 
session's sheets and on to the second row of 
the grid, making a cluster of Brabhams split- 
ting the Ferraris. For the hard workirg and 
ever dedicated Firestone technicians and fitters 
it was a wonderful boost, for at long last 
here it was proven under open conditions just 
how good their work had been.

Apparently, the 
Monza track surface has a low wear rate, 
so that troubles that might more normally 
Show up early In practice had this time not 
become appreciated until late. The engineers 
were reluctant to discuss what was wrong, 
but it seemed to be a tread-liftirg problem, 
and overnight they faced facts and realized th 
entice patch id really be recalled, The 
next morning. after warm up, everyone wé 
told to, give back the scrubbed and set race 
tyres ahd accept substitutes, 

Just what these substitutes were was the 
caus: of much anguish, for some people 
thought—or said they thought—that they were 
being giver. a rag-tag collection of old cast- 
offs that just happened to have been in the 
Goodyear transporter since Austria. In fact, 
explained Bert Baldwin patiently, the trans- 
poreer had come directly from Britain ard 
these tyres were perfectly sound and of an 
‘even quality. He went on to describe a policy 
that had come from a NUrburgring race som 
yeai when the whole of practice had 
been wet’ and everyone faced a dry race 
day without ary idea of proper tyres. Ever 
since then, he says, Goodyear take out to 
feach event a full load of backup rubber of a 
Known sort, in case of emergencies, These 
for Monza’ were "Austrian tyres right 
enough ; it was that the two circuits are quite 
Similar‘ in requiremerts, Several teams— 
Ferrari, Tyrrell—had in fact tested identical 
‘ones at both places and had considered them 
for the race anyway 

‘There was a long pause before the 3.30 pm 
race, which let the heat of the sun abate and

The Oulton Park Gold Cup has had a 
chequered history since Stirling Moss won 
the first one in August 1954 with his Maser 

250F, but it has been run every year sinc 
and has established itself as the North's 
premier motor race since the Grand Prix left 
Kintree. Usually for Formula 1 cars, every 
Northern enthusiast regarded it as an event 
not to be missed and past winners include 
Stirling Moss five times (he was eventually 
allowed to keep the original Gold Cup!), Jack 
Brabham four times, John Surtees "three 
times, Jimmy Clark and Roy Salvadori twice 
each and Jackie Stewart, Jacky Ickx, Denny 
Hulme and Peter Gethin ‘once each. Nineteen 
of those 20 races were organised by the Mid- 
Cheshire MRC who were to be in charge for 
the race's coming-of-age last weekend, but as 
from next year the tradition must cease, for 
“Mid-Chesh” is an amateur club and modern 
motor racing apparently has no room for 
capable amateurs at the highest level, only 
inept professionals.

Unlike the mediocre Gold Cup entry, the, JCB 
Trophy had a superb gathering of the recent 
Past in motor racing, a sort of amalgam of 
some of the Gold Cup highlights over the 
years up to 1960, The only notable exception 
was a 250F Maserati but there was one of 
its great Italian rivals, the Ferrari 625 which 
Anthony Bamford had imported from the USA 
and sold to Alain de Cadenet.

‘Hammered back into shape following the last 
round at Brands, Tom Walkinshaw was once 
again in the works Ford Capri and by virtue 
of getting well under Peter Hanson's class 
record, both Hanson and Tony Lanfranchi 
were a little dispirited. Hanson tried hard in 
the DOT Opel Commodore and although he 
expressed his delight in the car's handling, 
he was worried about the top speed. Lan: 
franchi on the other hard, his van der Steen 
Beckm CSi immaculately refurbished after 
Brands, just shook his head and exclaimed 
that he was sure the time in the CSi was

There were numerous 
demonstrations: Jaguar D-type, Dave Lee 
‘Travis's Tender Trap, Noel Edmunds in Elton 
John’s Ferrari Boxer, and the Radio One road 
show, while the organising club did a demon- 
stration (in eficiency’ by producing, results 
quicker than anyone I can

of the Townsend Thoresen Formula Ford 
championship and although Fred Sigafoos 
(Elden-AVS PH1OD) took @ brief lead, it was 
Frank Hopper's Crossié, now powered by 
Denny Rowland's latest product, in the lead 
by Paddock on lap one and there he stayed. 
Behind him, ‘Sigafoos was slowly overhauled 
by first Wil Arif's Southern Organs Elden, 
then Lou de Marco's. Merlyn, then Rob 
Wicken’s Merlyn, finally falling into the 
clutches of Rupert Keegan's Hawke, with 
whom he proceeded to dice for some lap:

You expect to get trampled in che rush when 
they drop the flag.” In fact he stormed away 
into an early lead and stayed ahead for 
11 of the race’s 15 laps before John Nichol- 
son got past him. He still finished an excellent 
second and the mumbling began to gather 
‘momentum.

So far this year, Barrie Williams and his 
Mathwall-prepared Mazda RX3 have proved 
remarkably swift but, until recently, suscep- 
ble to falter either through tyre or internal 
problems. Happily, these have been overcome 
folely through race development. Yes, even 
& production saloon in racing trim relies 
totally on development to turn in into a 
Happily, it's the tremendous competitive 
spirit created by this year's inaugural nat 
Tonal saloon series for Gl cars that has earnt 
the RAC scrutineers their keep! We've had 
protests galore and gradually, by virtue of 
dishing out the odd fine and disqualification 
here and there, some form of sanity event 
ally prevailed. Personally, 1 approve of Gi 
and everything that it stands for. Some people 
don't. They prefer watching G2 with Formula 
2-powered Escort BDAs rushing around avoid 
ing the odd Imp here and there. To me that's 
boring. On the other hand, I do appreciate 
the sight of Frank Gardner's SCA Camaro 
burbling around Silverstone, but one swallow 
make a summer, If we have to resort 
to bring back the interest of the 
manufacturers, then I'm all for it 
‘The Japanese Toyo Kogyo itm, who build 
Mazdas, are one such manufacturer who, via 
their small and functional British-based 
operation down in Tunbridge Wells, take their 
racing very seriously indeed. Mazda them. 
selves do participate with works support but 
have yet to gain any sort of freehold in 
Europe. Two Years ago they sent a works 
RX3 coupe to the South African Springbok 
series on behalf of a dealer. Complete with 
Japanese drivers at the wheel, the profes- 
sionalism and success of the effort left a 
lasting impression. Mazda's own racing effort 
in Britain is looked after by the effervescent 
enthusiasm of their PR man and part-time 


racer David Palmer. His enthusiasm for the 
sport is particularly refreshing and if every 
fone is to succeed in securing further interest 
in GI from the mother company in Hiroshima, 
then he's the man. 

Following their successful relationships with 
the “works” BMW saloons over the past 
two seasons during the embryo stages of pro: 
duction saloon car racing, Mathwall Engin: 
eering (a Cobham-based company run by 
Stuart Mathieson and Peter Wallace) were

later. What are the secrets behind the Math 
wall Mazdas? Well here are the basics at 
Teast 
Mazda found that their best chance of 
success in this year's Gl series lay with the 
tle 1808 Ib RX3, sold in this country with 
@ 2litre rotary engine but available (and 
homologated) elsewhere with the larger 2.3 


Here rorary-engined variant out of the bigger 
RX4 Coupe. Peter Wallace is the chassis 
engineer at Mathwall while Stuart looks after 
the engines. When I inquired as to whether 


the Wankel rotary units were particularly 
difficult to work on, especially with the fear 
of blowing all seals, he replied that although 
rather fiddly, they'd given less trouble than 
2 conventional piston engine. As for the seals, 
4 liberal coating of ordinary Castrol GTX oil 
plus an auxiliary feed to the carburetter was 
ail that was required for adequate lubrica 

The secret of the RX3's tremendous speed 
and power output lies in the manifold system 
which in itself has caused a few problems, 
Initially ‘the car is fitted with a vast anti: 
pollution cast-iron box-like manifold with a 
twin-pipe system, one for each rotor housing, 
The RAC regulations permit the competing 
cars to run without these pollution systems 
bur Mazda have not got the alternative, and 
far lighter, banana system officially homo- 
Jogated as yet and although the RAC wouldn't 
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throw them out, other competitors have ex. 
pressed concern: The difference between the 
two is about 15 bhp according to Mathieson. 
‘They've tried various types of exhaust sys 
tems and ended up with a straight through 
megaphone pipe (hence the car's tremendous 
bark), although these experiments haven't 
shown very much improvement in power. 
The engine possesses a very flat torque 
curve but revs very freely right up to 8000 
rpm, about 1500 rpm over a standard version 
but ‘sacrifices bottom end power as a result 
Wendy's car recently had our Tour of Britain 
engine fitted and that gave 170 bhp as 
‘opposed to Whizzo's 163 bhp. Having ex 
perienced the Tour car's performance with a 


standard exhaust, it just shows what a 
Phenomenal difference the racing system 
makes. 


Earlier this season, Whizzo suffered from 
fa fuel surge problem which cost him a couple 
Of class Wins, Mathieson explained that. it 
was finally traced to pressurising in the Nikki 
carb, a copy of an American version utilising 
@ progressive four-barrel choke. The floats 
fare therefore pivoted on one side and con. 
Sequently under extreme cornering forces. 
they were getting excess fuel pressure vis 
the bias to one side. In other words too 
much fuel In the fuel chamber. Using his ex- 
perience of American V8s, Mathieson dis 
covered the cure was to centrally mount the 
floats. “They're very sensitive to mixture 
strength,” added Mathieson, "too much fuel 
and they don't want to know.” Pinally, just 
to be on the safe side, they changed from 
Using a rubber fuel cell which, when shaken, 
would forcibly pump up fuel unnecessarily. 
Therefore, a round solid baifled tank was 
constructed and fitted where the spare wheel 
088, 
At the moment, the RX3 is homologated 
with two rear axle ratios and three types of 
These diff ratios are possibly one of 
it crucial extras for they dictate the 
car's performance at any track, similarly to 
a change of gear ratios for a formula car.

There isn’t very much one can do to the 
standard McPherson. front” suspension, al 
though spring rates and shock absorbers are 
free. Naturally, a certain amount of time was 
spent playing around with spring rates, Po 
Wallace eventually settling for a rate of 
around 225 Ibs. They've tried 170 Tb springs, 
but found the front end rolled far too much 
and the tyres lost their edge far too quickly 
and started to chunk, Koni Sport damper in- 
Serts are also fitted, being set a maximum 
stiffness, 

‘As for the semi-elliptic 


leaf sprung rear 


end, Wallace ‘undertook a special tweak 
Utilising the stiffened double main leaf to 
help locate the rear axle, there being no 
Panhard rod, Watts linkage or even an anti 


mp bar. Once again Koni dampers were 
fitted, these being adjustable for both bump 
and rebound travel 

‘Although the brakes must remain as s 
gard. (the RX3 has discs at the front and 
drums at he rear), one is allowed to modify 
the rear back plates for safety purposes. 
Ferodo DS11 pads and VG95 linings complete 
the job. Whizzo has virtually always run with 
solid discs (230mm dia. x 11mm width) but 
an experiment was tried on Wendy's car 
using drilled discs. As expected, the pad wear 
was tremendous atthough braking marginally 
improved. The idea was dropped although 
Wendy continued to use them. 

Before analysing the characteristics of the 
Team Castrol RX3, I was given an initiation 
in the Penthouse pet around Silverstone, The 
purpose was for Barrie to evaluate an engine 
problem Wendy's car had been suffering from. 
Barrie holds the class record at 1m 48.4 5 
(97.21 mph) while even the quickest Triumph 
Dolomite of Andy Rouse is a full second 
slower. Anyway, Whizzo began to lower his 
times down to around the 52 sec mark before 
stopping to let _me have a go. “Remember 
that Wendy's car is fitted with Bridgestone 
tyres and these go off after a while,” advised 
Whiz. They have a rolling diameter when 
fitted on the 5 in x 13 in Minilite wheels of 
21 in and have a surface width of 5} in. The 
Dunlop 970s which we fitted to the Team Cas- 
‘trol car are an inch taller in overall diameter 
and an inch wider on surface area, Therefore 
8000 rpm in top, which you achieve nearly 
all_the time around Silverstone, is around 
125 mph. That's quick for a Gl car! Barrie's 
slightly taller tyres are about 5 mph quicker.

Twas already committed and going past what 
was virtually a stationary car when the yellow 
flag came out. As I have said, I had another 
car in my slipstream and I just cannot see 
‘what else I could have done in the circum- 
stances. I slowed up round Druids because 
of the incident there. In short, I feel that 
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because of the relative speeds of my car and 
the slow car on the outside, I was already 
overtaking when the flag came out I feel 
that if we had been given the chance 0 
explain the situation, most people would 
Fealise that there was no other choice. 

‘As regards being called over the PA, the 
Secretary of the meoting (Mr Eason Gibson) 
should have been aware that there was no 
PA in the Atlantic paddock. 1 was parked 
in my allocated position and was there all 
Friday working on my car 

Jim and 1 were called for the first 
time on Saturday morning, 24 hours after the 
incident happened, and one hour before we 
were due to form up in the collecting area for 
our race. We were told that we had both 
deen convicted and fined 10. We both pro- 
tested and were taken (but not handcuffed) to 
see the Stewards, who claimed they had not 
the time to see us. We were then told to 
Pay the money or not race. 

I would point out that I have raced cars for 
eight years and have never, before this, been 
accused of blameworthy driving. I was very 
Upset about this incident, as never at any 
time was I given a chance to explain my

Not rosy 


While I agree in general with the majority of 
the comments in'a recent editorial concern- 
ing saloon car racing I cannot agree unreser- 
vedly with your view that, in a manner of 
speaking, “everything in the garden is rosy” 
as regards the special saloon scene. I believe 
that special saloons are the backbone of 
British club racing and ! feel that while special 
saloons are in a strong. position now the 
situation is delicately poised. The problem as 
1 see it is that special saloons are pricing 
themselves out of existence— the average club 
competitor just cannot afford to keep up with 
the top dogs any more. The supersaloons are 
‘only one aspect of this, the other side of the 
coin are the BDA engined and short stroke 
engined Minis which make " conventional " 
special saloon Minis obsolete at a cost of 
several thousand pounds (and we do not all 
have a four figure bank balance). The 
extremes were reached with the £10,000 
Gomshall Mini which is absolutely ridiculous 
for the average competitor. I have seen the 
effect ‘that these cars are having- 
discouraging (or preventing) people from 
entering the formula because of the huge 
costs involved in being competitive and, worse 
still, are beginning to force out existing com- 
petiiors who are unable to keep up with the 
ace financially as well as on the track. Don't 
et me wrong. however, I'm not against these 
cars, the supersaloons, BDA Minis et al—after 
ail it is the “free” formula and I would 
defend anybody who wants to build and race 
these fabulous machines which everybody likes 
to see. In order, therefore, to encourage com- 
petitors I would propose a few changes ought 
to be made to the regulations—not to ban 
the exotic machinery, merely to separate it 
from the other cars and allow everybody to 
race thelr cars competitively. 

My proposal, which in principle was liked 
by Peter Browning of the BRSCC and R. N, 
Eason Gibson of the RAC, is that the existing, 
special saloon formula be split into three 
distinct categories within the general head of 
Modified Saloons. The three categories are 
supersaloons, free formula saloons and special 
saloons, 

(a) Supersaloons—to. the existing regs 
(and later to regs to be decided by RAC, 
organisers and competitors represented by 
Supersaloon Association) and open to all 
saloon cars over 1750 cc. 

(6) Free Formula saloons—open to any 
saloon car derived from one homologated in 
group 1 or 2 and allowing unlimited mechani- 


‘cal modifications including a change of power 
nit provided that the general location of the 
engine and gearbox is unchanged and provided 
that the silhouette of the car as seen in side 
elevation remains unaltered above the level 
of the road wheel centres ete. 

(©) Special saloons—open to any saloon 
car derived from one homologated in group 
1 and 2 and allowing unlimited mechanical 
modifications, excluding a change of power 
unt and provided that the general location 
fof the engine and gearbox is unchanged pro- 
vided that the silhouette of the car as seen 
in side elevation remains unaltered above the 
level of the road wheel centres etc. Category 
(©) is therefore the existing special saloon 
formula with the provision that the " original 
block” be retained. 

Classes in 3 categories would be as follows 

(a) Supersaloon formula—no classes, only 
open to cars over 1750 cc 

() Free formula saloon formula—(1) up to 
L-lltre. (2) 1001-1300 ec. (3) 1301-1800 ce. 
(4) 1801-2000 cc. 

(©) Special saloon formula. 
(2) 851-1000 ec. 

2000 ce. 

These ideas would really strengthen saloon 
car racing whose Importance appears to be 
Fealised more and more nowadays. The only 
Question 1s—what does everyone else think ?

Rain stopped races — 
a farcical situation 


1 recently witnessed on television the farcical 
situation of the Rothmans Formula 5000 at 
Bank Holiday Brands being stopped by rain 
with the cars so badly shod that, even at walk: 
Ing pace some of them were unable to stay 
on the road on the way back to the pits, The 
‘action of the organisers seemed both quick 
fand correct In the circumstances, but what a 
shocking indictment this is of the current 
tyre situation. It seems to me completely 
stupid that entrants and drivers should put 
thelr cars on a race track fisted with such 
patently useless and dangerous tyre equipment. 
it was probably fortunate that the Brands 
short circuit was in use and that the race was 
not being held on the long circuit or at 
Silverstone ; or else we might have seen the 
spectacle, at once laughable and sad, of 
facing cars otherwise sound in wind "and 
limb marooned by the complete failure of their 
tyres to cope with ordinary driving conditions, 
ie, rain on a tarmacadam road surface. 

‘Apart from not claiming to be an expert in 
euther tyre design or motor racing organisa- 
tion, I am writing this still in the first flush 
of frustrated amazement and cannot claim to 
have a solution to offer. 1 can only say (along 
with John Bolster and Denis Jenkinson) that 
this is just another example of the sick arti- 
Aoiality of modern motor racing. 1 do not 
know what can be done or what sort of effec 
tive legislation on tyres could remedy 
the situation — but ¥ do know that something 
must be done, for the enjoyment of the pay- 
ing spectator, the safety of the drivers and 
marshals, and the peace of mind and pockets 
of the entrants and organisers. I believe racing 
cars of any kind should start the race on 
tyres which would give them a reasonable 
chance of finishing the race however weathor 
conditions may change between start and 
finish, Firestone, as well as Dunlop, have now 
decided to abandon the esoteric byways of 
tyre design. How long can it be before Good- 
year alm see the light and commercial in. 
terests thus impose some degree of sense on 
the racing tyre scene in default of the imposi- 
tion by motor sport authorities of sensible 
tyre regulations ?

FF tyre rethink 


It would seem that the Formula Ford regula- 
tions for 1975 are now finalised and will come 
into effect on January 1 and it may still 
be news to some competitors that the Torino 
tyre will no longer be allowed in 1975. The 
reasons for this change at this time are too 
many to go into here, but I am satisfied in my 
‘own mind that none of them are valid, and 
only one has a limited degree of merit as 
regards cost which I reckon will save the 
average competitor about €3-€5 per month 
fon present prices, or about €40 per year, or 
one set of tyres approximately. 

‘Torino tyres were designed to win in FF, 


there Is no doubt about that, and in the 
21 years since their debut have become almost 
synonymous with the Formula and all the cur- 
rent FF records were set using them. The fact 
is that Torino tyres should have been banned 
24 years ago, but due entirely to political 
activity at the time the decision was deferred. 
Now, due to further political pressure by 
different factions it has been finally decided 
that they must go, so it is a fait accompli as 
they say. 

T don’t know how all the other competitors 
feel, but I feel that we have been mani- 
pulated by various powerful forces surround-

Bill Taylor, now with 2-litre 
BDA power, was at three, and following 
them away into the murk at Birnam station 
‘were Donald Heggie/George Dean in the 
Idem car which had had its entire braking 
system taken to pieces and overhauled since 
the Burmah dramas. . an electrical fire on 
‘the way to the start did not seem to dampen 
their spirits in the least. Two things were 
unusual about James Rae's entry at five; one 
was the car he was driving. the Ian Wiison 
Scopel Tuning Opel Ascona, whilst the other 
was the presence of Martin Holmes in the 
hot seat Martin, anxious to finish his 
first rally for over a year was keeping his 
fingers crossed. Willie Crawford entered his 
Lothian Sports Cars Escort, whilst at seven 
was strong Shell/Scotsman championship con- 
tender, Arthur Jasper in the Bothy Leisure 
Centre car.

Antiguan Mike Tyrrell scored his first ever 
win in England at the BARC (NT) Silverstone 
meeting on Sunday. Driving bis March-Brown 
733 very smoothly he out ran the opposition 
In the Forward Trust Formula Three round, 
‘Americans Tony Rout (GRD-Vegantune 373) 
‘and Danny Sullivan (March-Vegantune 733) 
being next up. Noel Stanbury increased his 
lead In the Shellsport Clubmans Champlon- 
ship with a well judged win, Martin Young 
taking the small class race. ‘lan Richardson 
(Corvalr) and Jett Ward (imp) won the 
Simontz Special Saloon races, with Malcolm 
‘West (Camaro) taking the Britax GI qualifier. 
The larger Shellsport Clubmans drivers had 
some grumbles after rain had disrupted their 
practice resulting in a rather jumbled grid but 
‘all was forgotten when Sid Marler was given 
the bumps on the grid to celebrate his 50th 
birthday! From the start, John Davies 
(Bladon BRL6) shot away into the lead with 
Noel Stanbury (Gryphon C4A) and Barry Foley 
). These three detached 


moving ahead after eight laps when Davies" 
engine went flat although he managed to

‘As was widely publicised, Claude Leguezec 
the Secretary of the CSI, was down in South 
‘Africa to weigh up the chances of the rally 
being included in the 1976 World Rally 
Championship of the FIA. His Job is to report 
back on the rally to the Rally Working Group 
of the CSI. Naturally, chis accident didn't do 
Snything to recommend the rally, but just 
about everything else about it was well up 
to standard. In particular, the results which 
came in for heavy criticism after the first 
Three stages stood up very well under the 
Strain of a Jong rally and proved prompt and 
accurate under the direction of scoremaster 
Ronnie Strick. The results were mainly based 
fon radioed information and the punch-clock 
cards were only taken into account if there 
was some discrepancy or argument, The best 
thing sbout the paperwork, which was rather 
‘Svercomplicated, was that with the ,help of 
NCR paper, the Competitor had a complete 
record of ail times for himself after handing 
in the copy to the radio score controls. The 
overcomplication rested in the number of 
mes that each piece of information had to 
be written in by the marshal considering that 
there was no road timing excepe in the over- 
fall sense that you were excluded .if you 
became an hour or more late, 

Anyway, the Total Rally as it stands at 
present is the outcome of many years of 
Gevelopment and hard work by the Pretoria 
Motor Club and even since I first did it in 
1971 it has evolved tremendously. With the 
Continued and active support of Its sponsors, 
Total and South African Airways, it has every 
chance of making its mark as # world class 
event by 1976.

‘The day after the Elkhart Lake CanAm we 
learned that Riverside’s Les Richter had dec- 
ided to cancel his CanAm. The Riverside 
race would have been the sixth and_final 
Canam round but’ with the final F5000 
and. the second IROC races scheduled for 
that same meeting, Richter decided that pay- 
ing out the extra CanAm prize money just 
wouldn't be worth it. So the 1974 CanAm 
Championship has trailed to an end after just 
five races. 

Surely the time has now come to bring a 
final end to the CanAm, I'm well aware that 
such a move will damage a few people—UOP 
Im particular—but if the SCCA don't go out 
‘on @ limb for once and make a clear decision, 
the whole sport in the United States is going 
to find itself on an ever more shaky footing. 

It seems thoroughly perverse to me that 
some gentleman from Oshkosh, Wisconsin can 
dust off his ancient MacLaren, tow it down 
to Watkins Glen, play racer for a weekend 
fand win enough money to pay his expenses. 
‘On the other hand there are numerous strug. 
ling young drivers who Just can't find a 
Worthwhile place to race in the United 
States. If the SCCA would allow it, many of 
these young aces could put fenders on even 
a Formula Ford and blow the doors off the 
gentleman from Oshkosh in hic CanAm car. 
‘The stopwatch proves it 

For my part I've had enough of watching 


these Wealthy amateurs pretending to be 
CanAm racers, They get in the way of the 
few decent cars, they cause shunts and 


most of all they plod around and take prize 
money that should be available for some other 
Series that would attract deserving young 
drivers, Everybody in America scratches their 
heads over the apparent lack of young 
talent, yet in their next breath they'll say, 
"Oh, we must save the CanAm. It's so much 
part of things.” 1 suppose that's why they let 
Richard Nixon hang on for so long too, 
‘AS winter approaches the SCCA are bent 
‘again. persevering with the CanAm. 
meron Argetsinger insists that Ken Tyrrell 
and Teddy Mayer are ready to run Selitre 
sports cars, He says nex: year will be like 
the old days. So he's going to push for the 
CanAm again, despite only four tracks want- 
ing CanAm races and despite the growing 
success of Formula 5000 needing his attention. 
If Argetsinger has his way we'll have a silly 
little ‘CanAm series and an unsure Formula 
5000 Championship and no really worthwhile 
American road racing. 

Before 1 tear my hair out in frustration 
tet me digress for a few paragraphs. Before 
I fall into a thorough diatribe about the Can- 
‘Am let_me try (© give you a sketch of the 
other things that are happening in North 
‘American road racing. And thank heaven, 
there are some very good things happening 

In Canada there's » Formula Atlantic series. 
sponsored by Plavers cigarettes. There’s very 
decent prize money (going up substantially 
ext year), every race Is televised and the TV 
audience figures have set a record for Satur- 
day afternoon sports programming in Canada. 
‘The quality of the racing has been steadily 
improving so that it is now very good—Trois 
Rivieres proved that quite graphically—and 
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all of the young aces from the United States 
fare turning their attentions to Canada. 

While all of this is going on there's no 
Formula Atlantic in the United States. Oh 
there is one professional race (2 supporter for 
the country’s Grand Prix) and there is a 
SuperVee Championship. But the latter is 
extremely expensive for cars that are little 
more than Formula Fords and the jump to 
F5000 Is too great. The few SuperVee drivers 
who have done some Atlantic this year have 


found 2 new love—the cars have real, useable 
horsepower, they have a full complement of 
wings. and the series isan _ important, 
promotionally-oriented, National Champion: 
ship. 

‘Wihile chatting with some of the SCCA 


brass at a recent CanAm spectacular I dis 
covered to my dismay that they knew ver- 
tually nothing about Formula Atlantic or the 
Canadian Championship. Buddie Martin, the 
CanAm's Chief Steward, was very surprised 
to learn that the Canadian Championship had 
& full series sponsor, a national TV time slot 
and. a full-time, salaried, series co-ordinator 
Working out of the Canadian Automobile 
Sport Club's Toronto office. As Martin and 
his cohorts have been telling us for years 
that It's impossible to sell something like 
FAtlantic to sponsor, all of this made him 
look a little silly. Particularly when the Big 
Power CanAm series hasn't earned a hint 
of sponsorship or TV. exposure since 
Johnsons Wax went away 

Tt seems to me that the whole reason for 
the. ridiculous ‘condition of American road 
racing is precisely because the SCCA don't 
know anything about other types of motor 
racing. Their knowledge stops at the back of a 
Canam grid. Now if anybody in any kind 
of legitimate business had such a limited 
knowledge of his business he would promptly 
be flung out on his eat 

‘Of course everything comes to a head 
when you suggest that the SCCA do away with 
CanAm and. concentrate on Formula 5000. 
“Well we're not sure that people in America 
really want to see formula cars,” the SCCA 
fellow will mumble. Good God! What about 
the quarter of a million people who troup 
to. Indianapolis every year and the 75,000 
who goto each of the North American 
Grands Prix? “Of course those races have 
all those name drivers.” the SCCA type will 
prattle. What's wrong with Mario Andretti 
and Brian Redman and Sam Posey and Brett 
Lunger one wonders? If the SCCA ever did 
any kind of proper PR they might find that

attendance at CanAms. Any 10 year old will 
tell you what that trend indicates 
Alter the numbers game our SCCA friends 


will launch into thelr eulogy about “ Saving 
the Canam.” They'll start talking about the 
Great Days of the Chapparrals and the 


McLarens and the Porsches, Never mind that 
it was their rule-twisting that put each and 
ail of those cars out of CanAm racing, Never 
mind that Jim Hall is preoccupied with his 
F5000 Lola these days, that McLarens are 
far too busy with the satisfactions of Formula 
One and that Porsche, being a very efficient 
operation, are thoroughly fed up with those 
compromise and side-step gentlemen who 
run the CanAm. 

My own vision of American racing goes 
something like this, First of all call the 
Formula $000 series the CanAm Championship. 
—a''simple enough illusion. Expand the series 
to 12 races—there are 10 circuits who already 
want (0 run 5000 races next year—and both 
Dan Gurney and Jim Hall agree that an even 
dozen is an ideal number both from a finan- 


cial and practicality point of view. Con- 
centrate on the F5000 series as the top of the 
pile in America, Already USAC is growing 


Warmer and warmer towards F500 and mov: 
ing away from their own styles, 50 with a 
little clear thinking there is absolutely no 
reason why a sponsor can't be found for 1976, 

Secondly, devise a Formula Atlantic series. 
sit down with Players and the CASC and 
make an American schedule which would 
dovetail with the Canadian schedule. Maybe 
some of the US races could run with F5000 
rounds, There's already the Watkins Glen 
race and Elkhart Lake's Cliff Tufte is very 
much a Formula Atlantic supporter, All you 
need is three or four more races and you 
would have an excellent North American 
FAtlantic: Champlonship 

Now if the SCCA ‘can't deal with those 
ideas, if they continue with thelr ridiculous 
defences of the CanAm, it's time they were 
‘each given a tight budget and a Formula Ford 
land flung into the first corner of a full sea 
Maybe then they would learn how ridiculous 
this After-You-Claude business of the CanAm 


Motor racing is after all racing, It's essence 
is people having a go. It’s high time the SCCA 
learned that. Otherwise they are going to be 
swallowed up by USAC and NASCAR and if 
that happens it'll be a deserving end.

TOUR OF FRANCE — PREVIEW 


Big entry for French classic 


Starting tomorrow is one of the 
biggest. motor sport events in 
France ; the 14th Tour de France 
Automobile. Beginning in Tarbes 


and finishing ten days later in 
Nice, this event takes in race 
circuits, hill climbs and_ special 


stages all over France. The cir- 


cuits include Nogaro, Le Mans

This was for MG “T" Type Midgets, which 
were represented in TB, TC and TF form, the 
TDs being away at the Brighton hill climb, 
During the race, there were unparalelled scenes 
(for Croft), of gentlemanly behaviour, with 
slower cars waving the faster ones through, 
and drivers waving to each other in friendly 
‘manner, as one passed another. Despite this, 
there was a race of sorts, between the TC's of 
Dave Clewley, Peter Cresswell and Gerry 
Brown, and the TB of Nick Taylor. Dave 
Clewley led from start to finish, while 
second spot was disputed to the end between 
Cresswell and Brown, with the verdict going 
to Cresswell on the last lap, Taylor drove the 
first TB home, while John Clark drove the 
only TF into 8th place, and collected an extra 
point on top of the five for some for coming 


by road in the car. 

‘Only seven cars turned out for the Sports/ 
GT race, which was a John Lepp benefit 
Richard Simms led off from the flag, havin 
made a very good start in his Simon Jame: 
Motors Chevron B23, and for the whole of 
che first lap, there was a nose to tail scrap 
between Simms, Lepp, Jeremy Lord, in the 
Minilite Lola T280, and the Bradshaw Plant 
Hire Martin BM10 of Peter Andrews. But on 
lap two Lepp wound up the Chevron, taking 
the lead, and equalling the lap record at 1 min 
46 s, which he had set originally. This car 
was the one usually raced by Raphael Barios, 
which was being sorted for the forthcoming 
BA1000 kms at Brands, and it showed itself 
to be by far the quickest car in the race as it 
ran away from the field. Jeremy Lord was 
next to move up, moving Richard Simms down 
to third, and the race settled down, with 
Andrews fourth overall and leading the 1301 
to 1650 Class, John Cranfield inthe other 
Bradshaw Plant Hire car, a Daren Mk2 fifth, 
Mark Cole in the Hot Car Magazine Sturg. 
SL3 sixth, and the Coventry Autolift Aldon 
AL2 seventh. 

Cole had had trouble with his motor in 
practice, and had to replace the sump gasket 
during the lunch break; on lap seven the 
engine se'zed, but he had the consolation of 
being awarded the Tricentrol Man of the Race 
Award—a mounted gold sovereign.

another run, the official record presumably 
stays in his hands at 6.59% set nearly two 
years ago, 

Pete Crane had been first to qualify in his 
new Hunter Plastics car, turning in a fine 
7.07 s at 184 mph, the very strong headwind 
keeping terminals down all day. Dennis was 
‘Out next in the Mr Revell car and hit 200 mph 
in 6.67 5, a time that should have been enough 
In the conditions. Next out, Allan Herridge 
ran one of his fastest ever in “ Firefly" now 
fitted with an Ed Pink motor that pushed It to 
8 7.28 at 210 mph, to be followed shortly 
by Mike Hutcherson in Houndog 8" with a 
7.05.8 at 198 mph. ‘The stage was set for one 
of the fastest eliminations ever. 

Crane was unlucky enough to draw Priddle 
in the first pair, and despite thundering 
through to his first six at 6.91 s, 186 mph, he 
was left by the meteoric launch of the front 
engined Donovan-powered car with a 6.63 
at 206 mph. Hutcherson then had old rival 
Herridge to face, but the big new motor in 
Herridge's car broke a rod about a yard out 
and let the new car through to a 6.965 at 
179 mph. For the final Priddle took no chances 
and, as usual, cut the lights to perfection, 
leaving the other car an impossible task. Bui 
even 50, few expected the time of 6.49 s that 
was calied out moments later, at 210 mph to 
a losing 7.225 at 190 mph, 

Owen Haywood had earlier just missed his 
bid to become the sixth man into the sixes 
with a terrific 7.07%, 199mph, blast in the 
Houndog Funny Car, none the worse for its 
giant wheelstand two weeks before, but with 
no other Funnies in attendance, it was the 
only demonstration run of the da:

Gary Goggin's Camaro was absent in Pro 
Stock with a broken gearbox, so that Colin 
Mullen's Dodge was the only car in attendance, 
and ran John Ledster's Top Street Mustang 
with a 3.95 handicap that was to prove his 
Undoing in the last two of their three. runs. 
as Ledster squeezed through with a 13.3% to 
9.75 to win by inches. 

In an otherwise rather sparse field, the 
Senior and Middle Competition classes ‘were 
well supported, though in Senior only the cars 
of Page and Sharpe were really performing 
well. Dave Hayden-Smith’s fast 302 Chev 
car failed to qualify with mechanical problems, 
whilst Vic Hammond's big 392 Chrysler T, 
Lawrence Burn's 350 Chev Avenger and John 
Dickson's 474 Olds Pop all suffered various 
engine problems that Kept times well down, 
so that it was Page and Sharpe that got to the 
final again. The “Dorset Horn” team had 
switched to methanol in their Pontiac motor 
and the little Austin pulled a two-foot wheelie 
trying to beat the big Chev of Page.

Warren champion after 5-car run-off 


Neath garage owner George Warren would 
have been given the freedom of Wales if it 
had been possible late last Sunday afternoon 
as Welsh voices raised the biggest shout of 
the day when it was announced he had won 
the Castrol/BTRDA —Clubmans Autocross 
Championship following a five-car run-off at 
the Dudley & District CC organised final at 
Long Marston near Stratford on Avon. 

Going last, as luck would have it, Warren 
drove with superb control and speed to clinch 
the title for the first time for a Welshman by 
clipping 1.35 off his best class-winning time 
with his 2-dlitre Escort which he purchased 
recently from Ron Douglas.

ders to be reduced to five after 3) hours of 
non-stop action, Nick Garner, who improved by 
1.8 finished runner-up in his 870 Mini and 
third was the Sprite driver Rob Gibson who 
had beaten his best run by 0.65. Martin 
Barnard (Datsun 240Z) also beat his own best 
class-winning time but by only 0.45 but 
Muriel Banks, bidding to become the first lady 
champion, failed to better her best time in 
her Cooper $ by a fraction, 

It was a drama-filled event right from the 
start. Bob Merridale, leading Class B, changed 
the engine in his 1300 Escort when he found 
his original unit was way down on power and 


Paul Northall/Roger Dowson sweated to 
change the gearbox in their Triumph GT6. 
In to the class action and first away were 


the standard class contingent of 14, three of 
whom had maximum scores. Martin Barnard 
swiftly killed off his main rival Dave Keevil, 
both in Datsun 2402s (though Keevil, was 
mightily. close on the second run) while Muriel 
Banks found she was just over a second 
quicker than Keith Newland-Hodges in his 
Simea Rallye, 

With 15 class wins, more than anyone 
else, under his belt, Nick Garner, the Soli 
hull’ Motors man, was many people's tip for 
the honours in Class A. Clive Holland, from 
Stoke was nearest to him on the day but 
never a real threat and Garner slipped in a 
tremendous 9.8 on his last class run to be 
the only B70 Mini to get under a minute. The 
first major casualty was Bob Merridale whose 
championship hopes died on his first run. Side 
by side with Graham Hathaway in their Es- 
corts into the bottom bend Hathaway had the 
Inside line, Merridale went wide, slid off the 
line and that was that. On a subsequent run he 
did a wall of death at the top corer and 
was within an ace of disaster but in the 
fend both he and Hathaway had to give best 
to a superlative performance by Dick Keen 
who took the day and vowed to be in amongst 
the action earlier next year!

In wha’ 
was a tremendous duel Warren held the edge 
from start to finish but it was almost too 
close for comfort, At the flag Warren had 
the advantage by about 3ft and both were 
given Identical times. When Warren went 
even quicker on his third class run many 
thought he had overdone i but Warren was as 
cool as a cucumber and had it all weighed 
up and he emphasised bis authority superbly 
fon the last run of the day.
